money came from. 
Mr. Oliver said the president had 
refused to help the senate committee, 
and “is acting like a sleepy judge.” 
“ Plainly 
it 
stands,” 
Mr. Oliver 
said: “Shall H arry D augherty be a l­ 
lowed by the president to conceal the 
evidence th a t all America demands 7 
If he w ants to conceal it, let him step 
oui of the cabinet and conceal it if he 
can. 
If he wanks to sta y in the cab­ 
inet w hy is he 'afraid to reveal the 
facts about the will and estate of 
Jess S m ith ? ” 
The attorney general, said Repre­ 
sentative Oliver, had become heir by 
will to the largest p a rt of S m ith’s 
property, “and y e t the attorney gen­ 
era l’s brother, executor of the will, 
refuses to allow an exam ination of 
the assets of the estate.” 
Sm ith’s 
death, he said, occurred in the a t­ 
torney general’s apartm ent, and “ no 
autopsy was perform ed, no inquest 
w as held.”

DYED FISH ARE SOLD 


White Salmon Treated with Coal-Tar, 
Then Sold at High Brice. 


Agents of 
the Pennsylvania de­ 
partment of agriculture have found 
painted fish on the markets of this 
State, according to information given 
out this morning from the office of 
the county farm agent, R. E. Under­ 
wood. 
John M. McKee, according to 
the report, has found white salmon, 
dipped in coal tar dye to give them a 
reddish tint, were sold as red salmon. 
When the fraud was first discov­ 
ered, the fish were being offered for 
kale on Philadelphia markets. It was 
explained that the red salmon brings 
about four times the 
price of the 
white fish, w’hich 
were 
painted 
in 
Chicago and then sent to Philadel­ 
phia. 
Western shippers have been noti­ 
fied that the deception must be stop­ 
ped. 
Immediate action was taken by 
James Foust, director of the food 
bureau in Harrisburg, to investigate 
fmh markets throughout the State to 
learn whether there has been any 
widespread distribution of the fish. 
Criminal proceedings will be institut­ 
ed w’here the fish are found on sale, 
it is declared. 
“Dealers in dyed fish are cheating 
the public’s pocketbook and injuring 
public health. 
The iniquitous prac­ 
tice must be stopped,” says James 
Foust, director of the food bureau.

W ashinton, March 26.— The whole 
r-ubjpct of the death of Jess Smith in 
his and Attorney-General D augherty’s I 
apartm ent a t the Wardman Park Ho­ 
tel, last May, is to be opened up as 
the result of testimony given by Miss 
Roxie Stinson, before the Brookhart 
committee Saturday. 
The committee has determined 
to 
summon the coroner of the D istrict of 
Columbia, who viewed the body, but 
failed to perform an autopsy, 
and 
everyone else who is in a position to 
know anything about the way Smith 
met his death. 
Meanwhile H. L. 
Ctaife, a trained investigator, 
who 
was for several 
months a 
special 
agent of the Departm ent of Justice, 
has been retained to check up on out­ 
side m atters. 
Two Factors Puzzle Committee 
There are two things about the case 
which have astonished and aroused 
the committee. 
The first is th at no 
inquest or autopsy was held following 
Sm ith’s death to determ ine w’ith m i­ 
nuteness its cause. The second is the 
testimony given by Miss Stinson that 
there were no powder m arks about the 
clean-cut hole through which the bui­ 
lt t entered Sm ith’s temple. 
Senator Brookhart, chairm an of the 
committee, is an expert on arm s and 
the effect of bullets. 
During the w ar 
he w’as an instructor in m arksm an­ 
ship and w’hile he refused to discuss 
the m atter Sunday he is known to 
have advanced the opinion to the com­ 
m ittee th at had the gun been held in 
Sm ith’s own hand it m ust have left a 
series of pow’der burns immediately 
above the wound. The committee has 
been told informally th a t to have left 
a wound such as Miss Stinson describ­ 
ed the gun must have been held all of 
five feet away. 
Held Unnecessary By Coroner 
Hence it become® extremely impor­ 
tan t to learn from an expert the n a­ 
ture of the wound and the m arks sur­ 
rounding it, since no one believes that 
M iss Stinson herself would be a com- 
!>etent witness on this point. 
The ab- 
ence of the autopsy conflicts w’ith the 
practice in Senator Brookhart’s State, 
as it does with that in New Yoi*k and 
all other places, where all 
deaths 
from violence are subjected to the 
m ort careful examination and no con­ 
clusions reached until both police and 
medical authorities 
have 
completed 
such an inquiry. 
Coroner J. Ramsey N evitt 
m ain­ 
tains th at the facts were so evident 
th at an autopsy was unnecessary and 
that by the law’s of the Capital it was 
not required.
